Mitchell and Hermann declare that once 
before the grand jury they can quickly clear 
wc all lurking suspicions of their com- 
plicity. 

Sudden Change by Senator. 

Two weeks ago, when the grand jury 
sent a subpeena to Washington calling on 
Senator Mitchell to come to Portland, he 
refused to come. Saturday Senator Mitchell 
received telegrams from his friends advising 
him that it was currently reported all over 
Portland that 5S. A. D. Puter, Mrs. Emma 
Watson, and others recently convicted of 
conspiracy in the land fraud cases, had made 
a confession implicating Mitchell and Her- 
mann. 

It is understood that both Mitchell and 
Hermann are satisfied that the move against 
them has been directed by Secretary of the 
Interior Hitchcock from Washington, and 
they attribute it to his personal hostility 
toward them. 

Up to the time that he refused to come to 
Portland as a witness against Puter no public 
effort was made here to implicate Senator 
Mitchell in the land: frauds, but so far as 
Hermann is concerned it is declared that the 
present effort to bring about his indictment 
is the culmination of a systematic campaign 
which has been directed against him for the 
last two years. ‘ 

Hermann Defends Himself. 

If an interview before leaving Washington 
Congressman Hermann declared that during 
the six years that he was the commissioner 
general of the land office he performed his 
duties according to the law as he under- 
stood it, and without favoritism to any one. 
He said that necessarily he was compelled 
to rely upon reporte and recommendations 
of many subordinate officials. If any of 
these were false or erroneous he had no 
knowledge of the same. 

It is generally believed that the evidence 
implicating Mitchell and Hermann given 


by Puter upon promise of immunity extended 


to him and others recently convicted. “

London Theaters and Stores Empty 
and Streets Nearly Deserted, 
;

LONDON, Dee. 23, 8 a. m.—The fog which 
envelops all England in darkness has closed 
in on the coasts and has hidden London. It: 
is. the worst fog England has experienced 
in twenty years. | 

Ocean liners are unable to enter or leave 
port. The Cedric and Pretoria, outward 
bound, are held at Liverpool, and the Oceanic 
and Saxonia are unable to reach their land- 
ing places at thé Liverpeoo! docks. 

The Atlantic liner Minnehaha is waiting 
at the mouth of the Thames, unable to pro- 
ceed. Only two vessels entered the port of 
London yesterday, a condition of affairs such 
as has not occurred for twenty years. The 
mouth of the river is crammed with vessels 
loaded with perishable foodstuffs of all de- 
scriptions. 

The loss to the shipping industry in the 
Thames is incalculable. The river off 
Gravesend is crowded ‘with craft which is 
unable to get up the river. The North sea 
fish carriers are unable to reach Billings- 
gate, and if the fog lasts another day they 
will have to give up and dump their cargoes 
out at sea. 

Railroad Traffic Paralyzed. 

Railway traffic over the southern half of 
the kingdom is almost paralyzed. A condi- 
tion resembling chaos prevails in the posta) 
service. With the continued accumulation 
of Christmas parcel and letter traffic it is 
quite impossible to preserve even @ semblance 
of punctuality. 

During the normal Christmas season it is 
just possible, with vastly increased staff, all 
working under high pressure, to handle the 
tremendous mails. At the present moment 
there are thousands of tons of letters and par- 
cels awaiting dispatch. Wednesday night 
twenty-three van loads of mall matter start- 
ed from the central office for dispatch by 
train at the Northern railway terminus. 
They were compelled to return. Mail vans

The in- 
dividuals interested as stockholders and 
bondholders will receive the same measure 
of protection. On that basis a fair and just 
settlement with the city can be made, for on 
no other basis ought the city or the public 
consciencé to permit a settlement to be 
made.”

“It is @ great victory for the underlying 
companies,” said Receiver Henry A. Blair. 
“We are much gratified at the result for 
which we have worked for a year against 
great odds.

GRAND JURORS VOTE TRUE BILLS 
AGAINST FORMER BANKER. 


Decision Is Reached as Result of Dis- 
pate and Announcement Is Surprise 
to the Suspected Man and His Law- 


ting Fire to Car Plant at Hegewisch 


Companies Interested. ~ 


By a final vot en late yesterday after- 
noon, after one‘of the most stormy scenes 
in the history of the grand jury, Isaac N. 
Perry, former president of the National Bank 
of North America, was indicted on two 
charges: Arson and attempt to defraud in- 
surance The damage named was 
$7,000.. The return probably will be made 
in Judge Kersten’s court this morning. 

No warrant will be issued‘for the arrest of 
Perry. As soon as the return is made his 
attorney, William §. Forrest, will be notified 
and the former banker will appear in the 
Criminal Court building with his bondsmen. 
Knowing that a reconsideration of the vote 
was contemplated by the grand jury, Perry 
and his lawyers hoped until late last night 
that the preliminary action would be re- 


Final Action Result of Dispute. 

This final action of the investigating body 
came as the result of a dispute over the pre- 
liminary vote taken Wednesday afternoon. 
The count orthe first ballot was close, and a 
protest. it is said, was registered with the 
of the jury against the plac'ng of 
two names by mistake on the majority side 
of the count that voted in the minority. It 
also was reported that one of the attorneys 
before v..e jury made certain statements con- 


to explain, and that the influence of the in- 
surance companies in the prosecution was 
resented. That a wrangle of some sort took 
place is certain. 

Just before “adjournment, however, the 
question again was put to vote, and the re- 
sult showed that several members had been 
converted to the majority. The indictment 
charges that Perry, éwner of the Chicago Car 
and Locomotive works in Hegewisch, set 
fire to the plant on the afternoon ef Oct. 9, 
with the intent to defraud the imeurance 


es. 
- Defense Will Be Conspiracy. 

“Tt cannot believe that this is true,”’ said 
Attorney Forrest when informed of the vote 
-Jast night: “ EF cannot believe they. will in- 
dict this man in the face of the farcical case 
put up by the state In the preliminary hear- 
ing before Justice Foster. 

“We will fight, of course, but there really 
is no case to fight. The witnesses for the 
state cannot put in any more evidence than 
they did in the preliminary hearing without 
answering some embarrassing questions, and 
that, evidence is shown to be founded on 
perjury. It ts up to the state, inste of 
prosecuting Mr., Perry any further, to turn 
‘and prosecute these men who have conspired 
to ruin him.” | 

- Perry did not learn of the indictment until 
-9 o’clock last night. . ° 
Will Rely on Watchman’s Testimony. 

No discussion has taken place between 
Mr. Perry’s lawyers as to the time they 
will ask to prepare for trial. Attorney Mora 
fitz Rosenthal, who assisted in the defense 
at the preliminary hearing, is in the east. 
He is expected in Chicago tomorrow, when 
the evidence will be gone over and the line 
of defense mapped out. : 

It is known that the defense will rely on 
the star witness for the prosecution, Watch- 
man Frank Bock, who was the only man to 
gee Mr. Perry in the plant the day of the 
fire. They will attempt to show that Bock 
told untruths on the stand, not in order to 
shield himself from the charge of negli- 
gence, as he said, but to place the guilt on 
Perry in order that he himself would not be 
charged with it. | 

Charge Intimidation of Witnesses. 

Intimidation of witnesses also will be 
charged. Martin Farrell and Charies Su!- 
livan, livery stable men, Who appeared be- 
fore the grand jury with testimony which 
could not be breught into the preliminary 
hearing, will be attacked with statements 
they made soon after they were appreached 
by Fire Department Attorney Johnson. 
Through these men the state tried to show 
that the carbon bricks found on the prem- 
ises after the fire were taken by Perry from 
a livery stable the day before the blaze. 

The other principal witnesses will be 
Luther H. Baidwin, former president of the 
company financed by Perry; Edward A. 
Gaidzik, former secretary; and William C. 
Hiunt, former supetintendent. Police Lieut. 
Crane, City Chemist Jone, and several offi- 
cialé of the National Bank of North America 
will testify, it is expected.

THE NATION AND THE CORPORATIONS 
This country has been trying to contro! 
its corporations by hanging on to their tails 
from the states in which they were created, 
The immense, sprawling bodies of the erea- 
tures have flopped over from New Jersey or 
from West Virginia into all the other states 
of the union, but there has been no inter- 
state cage in which their anatomical pecu- 
be confined, examined, and 
regulated. The government at Washington 
has remained in general a mere spectator of 
industrial development, Meanwhile indus- 
trial development has far transcended the 
boundaries of the states and has acquired 


ized industry demands nationalized control. 
When James R. Garfield, commissioner of 
corporations, suggests.that corporations do- 
= an interstate business shall be required 
to apply for federal licenses he marks out 
a route of action which it is inevitable that 
the United States shall some day travel. 

_ The people of this country, through their 
national representatives at Washington, 
seem likely in the near future to enact many 
laws for the regulation of interstate com- 
merce and for the establishment of a greater 
degree of justice in the management of the 
large business combines called trusts. 
These laws will be supposed to operate na- 
tionally. Yet if they are disobeyed the im- 
position of such penalties as fines and im- 
prisonments will not prevent the guilty cor- 
porations from continuing to engage in 
traffic between the states. If West Vir- 
ginia is willing to grant a charter and Iowa 
is willing to recognize it, the national gov- 
ernment must content itself with punitive 
measures which fall far short of vital attack. 
But how the case changes if the national 
government is competent to insist upon a 
federal license as a preliminary to inter- 
state commerce, and is also competent to 
withdraw that license in the event of @ vio- 
lation of interstate commerce laws! 

Yet Mr. Garfield's plan does not deprive 
the states of their fundamental! prerogatives. 
As far as he is concerned New Jersey may 
still clutch the extremities of the monsters 
which draw their legal life-bleood from her 
and their industrial sustenance from the 
other states. Federal licenses will not su- 
persede state charters. They wil! simply 
be added unto them. New Jersey will in- 
corporate the Chicago Subway company. 
But if the Chigago Subway company wants 
to do business across the boundaries of the 
state of New Jersey it will be obliged to se- 


can exceed state boundaries—viz.: the na- 
tional government, 

The set of the times is toward more na- 
tional control of interstate corporations. 
Only the nation can cope with a billion dol- | 
lar trust, which obliterates state boundaries 
in its resistless sweep of action. What a 
chimera national control will be if the na- 
‘tional government is not given the power 
to remove from the interstate national arena 
a corporation which refuses to obey the in- 
_terstate laws! 

For authority to engage in interstate com- 
merce, a federal license; for con y¥ to- 
ward the anti-trust lews, a withdrawal of 
that license—if rational control is to go 
farther than good-humored expostulation 
this will have to be the program.

It seems that the civil list of the king, 
amounting to $2,860,000, is tmadequate to 
meet the needs of the crown, in spite of all 
the reforms and economies that have been 
effected by Lord Farquhar, the master of 
the household, and his able assistants. Vis- 
its to foreign courts and the entertainment 
in England of foreign. rulers have proved 
costly, though it cannot be denied that they 
have been efficacious in promoting friendly

contributed to the welfare of the British em- 
pire. 

It is to Increase the civil list by 
another half a million or million of dollars, 
and it has been proposed that the colonies 
should be called upon to subscribe this sum. 
It is pointed out that at present they con- 
tribute nothing whatsoever to the support of 
the monarchy, although they constitute just 
as much part and pareel of the British em- 
pire as England, Ireland, Scotland, or Wales, 
yet that if any benefit is derived from the 
monarchical system the colonies enjoy quite 


as large a share thereof as the people of the . 


mother country. Australia and Canada, it 
is argued, are quite as much interésted in 
the maintenance of friendly relations with 
France, Germany, etc., as England, since 
were there to be any conflict with one of 
these powers they would be compelled to 
spend much money in order to defend their 
cities and coasts from foreign attacks—the 
crown being admitt the principal factor 
in the maintenance = these rela- 
tions. 

The matter has not been submitted ag yet 
to any of the colonia! legislatures, nor has 
it been discussed in parliament at Westmin- 
ster. But it has formed the subject of many 
conferences and of much correspondence be- 
tween various colonial statesmen now in 
office and the authorities at home. It seems 
that some of them have taken the position 
that the payment of the salary of the gov- 
ernor ‘general at Ottawa is the Canadian 
contribution to the king's civil list. But to. 
this it is replied that the money for the 
Canadian governor general its provided under 
legislation and as a condition of Canadian 
self-government, and moreover is money 
spent on Canadian soil and cannot therefore 
be regarded as a contribution to the neces- 
sary expenditure of the sovereign of the 
British empire as a whole. 

As the matter stands now, King Edward 
has over 10,000,000 white subjects and con- 
siderably more than 320,000,000 dusky hued

a single cent towards the support of the 
crown. 

It must be admitted that the latter costs 
the English nation itself but little. For the 
hereditary revenues of. the crown, drawn 
from the crown lands, which the king re- 
nounced on his accession in return for a civil 
list, amount to $260,000 per annum, whereas 
his civil list. as shown above, is lese than 
$100,000 in excess of that sum. Se that this 
$100,000 a year is all the money that is taken 
from the English taxpayer to defray the 
maintenance of the monarchical system of 
the British empire. It is doubtful, indeed, 
whether there is any country in the world, 
be it monarchical or republican, with the 
possible exceptions of Switzerland and Mon- 
aco, where the people contribute so little 
towards the support and maintenance of the 
executive as in England.

Chicago, Dec. 21. 
Editor of The Tribune: 

In the editorial in this morning’s issue, en- 
titled “Who Is the Murderer?” Tus TRIBUNE 
arraigns the railways of America for an 
appalling Nst of casualties, not one in ten of 
which ig due to any cause preventable by 
human agencies. 

Taz TRisunz, in common with the public, 
has been imposed on by the form in which 
statistics of railway accidents are published 
into confusing the totals with those occa- 
sioned by accidents to trains—that is, col- 
lisions, derailments, etc., as distinguished 
from those which are common to all in- 
dustrial occupations. This can best be Ifl- 
lustrated by dividing the figures you present 
for the year ending June 20, 1904, into their 
respective classes, as follows:

Short Studies Government 


HE government of Japan was formed 
in conscious and avowed imitation of 
the governments of the great consti- 
tutional monarchies of western Eu- 
rope. In constructing their govern- 
ment, as in building their army, the etates- 
men of Japan adopted Germany aa their 
principal model. But while in legal theory 
Japan's political institutions, national and 
local, are most like those of Germany, to no 
small degree in theory and to a still larger 
degree in their practical operation her inst!- 
tutions resemble those of her friend and 
pally, England. The framers of the Japanese 
constitution meant that their country’s min- 
isters should, like the German

The Japanese imperial constitution was 
} promulgated Feb. 11, 1889. The first elec- 
tion under it took place July 4, 1800. The 
first session of the imperial diet opened 
Nov. 29, 1890. “ The empire of Japan,” says 
the constitution, “ shall be reigned over and 
governed by a line of emperors unbroken for 
ages eternal." While the emperor is “the 
head of the empire, combining In himeeif 
the rights of sovereignty,” he consents to 
exercise them ‘“ according to the provisions 


of the present constitution."*” The emperor 
makes laws “ with the consent of the legis- 
lative diet.” In case of urgent necessity he 
issues imperial ordinances In place of laws 
when the diet is not sitting; but if these 


ordinances are not approved by the diet 
when it meets they become invalid for the 
future. The emperor also exercises all the 
powers which are usually iIntrusted to the 
chief executive of a constitutional state, and 
several powers which commonly are not In- 
trusted to such an executive.

The 
ministers attend the sessions of the houses 
and take part freely in their debates; and 
moet projects of legislation originate with 
them. The diet has complete contro! over 
the finances, and it must be assembled every 


year. 

For toda! Japan divided 
into seventy-two ken and three fu, or pre- 
fectures, which roughly correspond to Amer- 
fean states. The prefectures are subdivided 
“wert shi (municipalities) and gun (counties). 

Bach prefecture has a governor, an assembly 
elected by the people, and a council elected 
by the assembly, whose duty it is to advise 
the governor. Bach cour y has a sheriff, a 
county assembly, and a county council, and 
each municipality a mayor, a municipal as- 
sembly, and a municipal council. The main 
business of the assemblies of the local gov- 
ernments is to counsel about the budget 
of local expenses and about the manner ot 
raising taxes.

PALK FOOTBALL LONGH | 


WALTER CAMP AND CRITICS THE 
oF EVERTS 
Adviser ‘Listens te Suggestions 
‘from Western Admirers of the Col- 
lege Game and Imparts Further In- 
‘teresting Idene ef His Own om the 


: Subject—“Direct,” and Not “Indi- 


rect,” Legislation Against: 
Plays Is Necessary to Solution. 

Walter Camp, the man who has done more, 
perhaps, than any other man in the country 
to further the game of football as a popular 
-sport, was the guest of Everts Wrenn at 
luncheon tendered to Mr. Camp sever 
writers of football in Chicago at the Univer- 
sity club yesterday-noon.. Mr. Camp is 
tnaking a tour through the west to ascertain 
the opinion of the followers of football in 
regard to possible legislation at the next 
meeting of the rules committee, especially 
in connection with his recent ten yard sug- 
gestion. 

The noted Yale man seemed greatly in- 
‘terested in all suggestions made concerning 
the rules, but did not venture to predict what 
changes might be made at the next meeting 
of the committee on rules. In the meantime 
he presented further interesting ideas of his 
@wn concerning the present controversy. 
in discussing the ten yard proposition, Mr. 

“ The object of the: game today, as F under- 
stand it, is to perfect team play to such an 
extent that one phenomenal player, by a 
lucky chance, or by his own personal prow- 
ess, cannot win when the team of which hels 
a member is really the tnferior of its oppo- 
nent. In other words, team play should be 
made the paramount issue, and in any mod- 
ification of the rules this feature must be 
preserved. Still, if the public wanta a game 
that is more ‘open’ it should be satisfied. 
The only restriction I would tnsist upon is 
that in any legisiation to bring about the 
‘open * game the fundamental principles of 
the sport be not changed. : 


Indirect Legislation Futile. 

' “The cry for a breakaway from the system 
now in use in the east, however, has been ‘so 
great since the big games of this last season 
_ that I thought it a good time to suggest poe 
sible ways of legislating so as to get away 
from the line bucking’ game which has been 
so consistently followed. To bring this 
change about, the only way is to legisiate 
directly against it, as any indirect legisla- 
- tion is apt to fail in its purpose. 

“It may be that faster playing would 
bring about the same satisfaction to the 
spectators, as the open game, with or with- 
out legislation. The playing in the west, 
from what I have seen and what i have 
learned from ietters, is faster than in the 
east. Legislation perhaps might be adopted 
to increase the rapidity of play, or to prevent 
slowing up the game. If the practice some- 
times employed of taking out time for wind, 
and of pret ' Injuries, either to allow 
the players to t or to prevent rapid piay- 
ing on the part of the opponents, were 
frowned upon by the coaches and the press, 
the game might become more interesting. 


Work of the Officials. 


“ This feature of the game may be remedied 
in large part by the officials, If the referee 
in such a case takes the stand that the game 
is being purposely delayed the ‘usual resuit 
is to bring a stop to the practice. 

“ There is another respect in which the of- 
ficial can help hurry the game/and keep 
the ball moving. Prompt biowing of the 
whistle when the ball has finally come toa 
stop prevents the piling up on the runner, 
and the consequent lose of time in resum- 
ing positions in. the line of scrimmage. As 


and, the players being in their places again, 
the next play sasscen tees within a shorter period 
of time. 

“To Distinguish the Player. 

“Tt has been suggested that each player 
have a number pinned or painted on his 
back, as the track men have, so that the 
spectators could distinguish who has the 
ball and what each man is doing. This 
seems to me to be feasible, unless the play- 
ers themselves should object. It is difficult 
for the ordinary person, who never sees the 
men except in games, to distinguish them in 
the mass, and any means of telling the men 
apart should add to the interest. 

* But in any changes that may be adoptsad, 
as I look at it, the matter of prime impor- 
} tance is to further the development of team 
work and lessen the chances for winning by 
one brilliant individual player. It is the 
team that is the important factor on the 
gridiron, not the ‘ phenom.” It we should 
legislate for a style of ‘open’ game which 
would make extra inducements to the indl- 
vidual player it would be like narrowing 
down the question to the man who can run 
the fastest or dodge the most cleverly. And 
when it comes to figuring out a game be- 
tween two teams on one of which there isa 
man who can-Tuma hundred In ten i seconds 
and on the other a man who can cover the 
same distance in a fifth of a second less the 
game is déveloping into track athletics and 
| the fundamental is being

HOLDS CITY’S ACTS ILLEGAL: 
- JUDGE WANTS CLEAR STREET. 


Brentano Declares He Will Eniforce State 
Law Which Prohibits Any Obstruc- 
tions, Though Permits Are Granted. 


In the hearing of arguments on an injunc- 
tion suit involving a projecting storm door, 
Judge Brentano yesterday. declared all per- 
oa obstructions on public streets 

egal. 

“ This bill does not show that irreparable 
injury will result,” he announced to the at- 
torneys, “‘ but no one hes the right to build a 
door or anything else four feet out on a pub- 
He sidewalk. All these orders and permits of 
the elty councilare illegal. This complainant 
here must have protection.” 

“But there is only one man who comes 
here to complain,” an attorney interposed. 

“This man is simply asserting his rights,”’ 
the court replied emphatically. “ Any citi- 
zen has the right to come into court, and it 
would be better, perhaps, if more would do 
so in cases of this kind. I shall enforce the 
law. as it is, and not as the building depart- 
ment may construe it. It is not the city ordl- 
nance but the law of Illinois which says the 
streets sh be unobstructed.”’ 

The case was brought by the New York 
dry goods store against R. R. Saunders. The 
latter is building a storm door at his place of 
business, 4127 Halsted street, alleged to ex- 
tend over four feet on the sidewalk, interfer- 
ing with the company’s store next door. The 
hearing was continued and a temporary in- 
Junction continued in force.

|| TULEY RELEASES A PRISONER 


CONTRARY TO SUPREME COURT 


Judge Grants Writ of Habeas Corpus 
and Scores Methods Which Resulted 
“in Blunder in the Case. 


Judge Tuley ignored a recent ruling of the 
Supreme court yesterday when he granted & 
writ of habeas corpus releasing Dennis Me- 
Cutcheon, 1060 Washington boulevard, from 
the Pontiac réformatory. The Supreme 
court had ruled that relief for convicted per- 
sons lay in appeal by writ of error ,ather 
than by habeas corpus proceedings. “ : 

“This court,” replied Judge Tuley, “will 
assume jurisdiction in this case. The error 
here is jurisdictional, and in such cases any 
court of concurrent jurisdiction with the 
trial court can take jurisdiction.” 

The judge then declared that in the Me- 
Cutcheon case the Criminal court had ex- 
ceeded Its jurisdiction in entering Judgment 
and had no jurisdiction to amend, wherefore 
he released the prisoner. 

The fudge also scored the custom of 
blanks for the entry of judgments in : 
Criminal court. 

“It ought to be a penitentiary offense for 
a clerk to have those blanks,"’ he said in evi- 
dent disgust at the explanation that thee 
had been a mistake, by which McCutcheon 
was officially held guilty of burglary after 
he had admitted bis guilt under an indtet- 
ment charging assault with intent to Bill,
